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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

Applicant's election with traverse of Group I, claims 1-7 and Specie A in the reply 
filed on 6/1/07 as well as the telephonic interview of 7/23/07 is acknowledged. The 
traversal is on the ground(s) that claims 8-10 read on a process of making the product 
of claims 1-7 and therefore exhibit unity of invention. This is not found persuasive 
because there is a clear distinction between the special technical features of the two 
groups and the common feature between the groups cannot qualify as a special 
technical feature as set forth in the restriction requirement. 

The requirement is still deemed proper and is therefore made FINAL. 

Drawings 

The drawings are objected to because portions of Figure 1 are crossed out.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 
The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

In particular, claim 1 recites the value of r, x, y, and z as being between 0.1 and 

0. 1 rather than between -0.1 and 0.1; appropriate correction is required. 

Further, claim 7 recites the limitation "(platin-)" which is indefinite as the meaning 
of the term is unclear and is not clarified by the specification. 

Claims 4-7 provide for the use of the heat-insulating material according to claim 

1 , but, since the claims do not set forth any steps involved in the method/process, it is 
unclear what method/process applicant is intending to encompass. A claim is indefinite 
where it merely recites a use without any active, positive steps delimiting how this use is 
actually practiced. 

Claims 4-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed recitation of a 
use, without setting forth any steps involved in the process, results in an improper 
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definition of a process, i.e., results in a claim which is not a proper process claim under 
35 U.S.C. 101. See for example Ex parte Dunki, 153 USPQ 678 (Bd.App. 1967) and 
Clinical Products, Ltd. v. Brenner, 255 F. Supp. 131. 149 USPQ 475 (D.D.C. 1966). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, in the 
alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Hyuga et al. (US Patent No. 
4,752.594). 

Hyuga et al. teach a dielectric ceramic layer comprising a perovskite of the 
general formula A(B'i/2B"2/3)03+z (column 2, lines 24-31). A may be Ba and Sr while B' 
and B" may be Mg, Zn, Ta, and Nb (column 2, lines 32-36). 

Hyuga et al. do not specifically state the melting point, thermal expansion 
coefficient, or the sintering temperature. However, like materials are used in a like 
manner; namely the layer has the composition claimed and is used as a dielectric 
insulation layer. Thus the dielectric layer of Hyuga et al. is expected to have the same 
properties as those claimed. 

Regarding claim 3, Ba(Mgi/3Ta2/3)03 is specifically taught (column 1 , lines 24; 
column 4, line 66).
